Boy , 9 , 
Killed 
In Paltz 


A 9 -y ear-old New Paltz boy 
was numbered among hundreds 
of Americans whose liv es were 
Crushed out in traffic accidents 
ov er the Memorial Day week­ 
end, and safety ex perts feared 
today the long holiday might 
produce a record toll. 
A 29 -y ear-old Greene County 
man was fatally injured Satur­ 
day when crushed between the 
door and cab of his truck when 
it hit a tree in a driv eway off 
Route 8 1, Town of Dirham. 
Stephan R. Hamilton of New 
Paltz, fatally injured Saturday 
afternoon when his bicy cle was 
inv olv ed in a collision with a 
car on Albeny Post Road in 
that 
v illage, 
became 
Ulster 
County ’s 15th highway fatality 
of 19 67. 
The 15th traffic death in 
19 66 occurred April 8 when a 
Wallkill 
airport 
owner 
was 
killed in a one-car mishap on 
Route 208 in front of the Wall­ 
kill Prison. Victim of that fa­ 
tality was William W. Kobelt, 
50, Wallkill. 
Sev eral persons were injured 
in traffic accidents in Ulster 
County ov er the weekend. Some 
of those suffered serious in- 
iuries, according to inv estigat­ 
ing authorities. 
Traffic on the State Thru­ 
way and other main highway s 
in the area was described by 
troopers as “ heav y .” 
The 
Associated 
Press 
re­ 
ported the 
total number of 
deaths on highway s stood at 
368 for the nation early today . 
Thinning traffic and generally 
pleasant weather today bright­ 
ened the third day of the four- 
day Memorial celebration in 
New York State although ac­ 
cidental 
death 
tol'l 
headed 
toward the 40s. 
With less than one-third of 
-the 102-hour holiday remaining, 
traffic accidents had dadmed 28 
liv es, four persons drowned and 
eight others lost their liv es in 
other ty pe of accidents. 
The accidental death count 
began at 6 p. m. Friday and 
will end at midnight Tuesday 
Howard Py le, president of 
National Safety Council, said 
traffic fatalities 
are running 
about 5 per cent less than last 
y ear’s 
tihree-day 
Memorial 
weekend. He added since this 
y ear the respite spans four 
day s, total traffic deaths—bar­ 
ring a trend rev ersal—will hit 
a new Memorial Day weekend 
high. 
It has been projected that 
the total death toll on the high­ 
way s in the nation will fall 
within the 650-750 range. 
The Hamilton boy of Box

fatally injured at 4 p. m. Satur­ 
day when his bicy cle was hit 
by a oar as he emerged from 
a driv eway .

the Gulf of Aqaba. Israel’s pre­ 
mier. Lev i Eshko. declared his 
army is ready to fight aggres­ 
sion, including a blockade. 
The firing of Israeli soil from 
Gaza apparently was begun by 
Egy ptian irregulars and mem­ 
bers of the Palestine Liberation 
Armv . They are believ ed man­ 
ning the front lines with Egy p­ 
tian regular father back. 
First Klnce Pullout 
It was the first such incident 
reported along the Gaza Strip 
since the U.N. Emergency Force 
nulled out of frontier positions 
last week at Egy pt’s request.

SAIGON (AP) — Communist 
gunners hammered at U. S. 
forces on the central coast in a 
pre-dawn surprise attack today 
while 
others 
lobbed 
moatar 
shells into the ancient Buddhist 
ciity of Hue. Terrorists followed 
up the mortar attack by bomb­ 
ing a Hue hotel housing mem­ 
bers of Polish-Indian-Oaradian 
International Control GommuSr 
sion. 
Troops of the 3rd Brigade of 
the U.S. 25tih Infantry Div ision 
came under attack at 2:30 a.m. 
while encamped 7 miles north­ 
west of Due Pho, a coastal town 
325 miles northeast a t Saigon. 
There was sharp fighting in the 
same area last week. 
A U.S. military spokesman 
said a company of the 3rd Brig­ 
ade took about 100 rounds of 
60mm and 8 2mm mortar and 
57mm recoiless rifle fire from a 
Communist force of unknown 
size. The enemy also hit the 
Americans with heav y fire from 
automatic weapons and small 
arms. 
The fighting continued until 
day break when U.S. units began 
a sweep of the area. Late re 
ports said the action continued 
past midday . 
The U.S. spokesman said the 
Americans had reported killing 
29 Communist troops U.S. cas­ 
ualties were not immediately 
known. 


The mortar and terror attacks 
in Hue killed flour persons and 
wounded 17, includling a driv er 
for 
the 
International 
Control 
Commission. Although the hotel 
was about 8 0 per cent destroy ed 
the 10 commission 
members 
stay ing there escaped unhurt. 
No Americans were hurt. 
Hue. the old imoerial ca/pltal 
of Vietnam, has about 120,000 
oeople and is a traditional cen­ 
ter of disridenee in the northern 
prov inces of Vietnam, 
which 
hav e been under ex treme Com­ 
munist 
pressure. 
It 
is 
also 
jammed with refugees, many of 


them Viet Cong sy mpathizers. 
The 
Communists 
sneaked 
their mortars into position onlv 
three miles east erf the city and 
opened fire about 1 a.m. Half an 
hour later thev cut loose with a 
second barrage, firing in all 
about 65 rounds of 8 2mm shells. 
During the mortar attacks, 
terrorists got into the Huang 
Giang Hotel, one of the town’s 
largest, 
and set off satchel 
charges on the ground floor. 
Then they spread gasoline and 
set fire to the building, which 
was about 60 per cent de­ 
stroy ed. 
$20,000 Blaze Lev els 
Mountaindale Site 


A one-story frame building at 
the 
Pioneer Hotel 
was

stroy ed by fire Sunday and an­ 
other resort building housing a 
sy nagogue 
was 
damaged 
by 
smoke and water. 
Damage at the orthodox Jew­ 
ish resort in the Mountaindale 
area near Ellenv ille was esti­ 
mated at $20,000. 
No one was injured in the 
blaze which broke out while 
guests and staff were at dinner 
The building destroy ed in fire 
was a linen supply area. The first 
floor of the other building was 
occupied by 40 guests and some 


staff members. The second floor 
is used for worship serv ices. 
Leo Gortenberg, manager of 
the hotel, said 650 guests were 
registered. He could giv e no 
estimate of smoke and water 
damage to the sy nagogue build­ 
ing. 
Mountaindale, W o o d r i d ge , 
Wood bourne and Pioneer Fire 
Company of Ellenv ille respond 
ed with Fallsburg on stand by . 
Warren Halt of Mountaindale 
Company reported gas tanks on 
the .linen building burst causing 
flames to shoot high into the 
air. No cause has been deter­ 
mined.

They brought the membership 
of the Sacred College of Cardi­ 
nals to 120. the largest in the 
history of the Churoh. 
The new American princes 
of the church are: Archbishop 
John Joseph Krol of Philadel­ 
phia. Pa.: 
Patrick Louis O’- 
Boy le of Washington, D.C.: John 
Patrick Cody of Chicago and 
the Rt. Rev . Francis J. Brennan, 
who presides ov er the Sacred 
Rota, the Vatican tribunal that 
deals with marriage cases. 
This giv es the United States 
nine cardinals, the largest num­ 
ber it has ev er had. The largest 
number prev iously was six . af­ 
ter Pope Paul’s first consistory 
in February 1965. but Albert 
Carx Mr>ai Mey er of Chicago died 
Sep t. 4. 1 9 65. 
The largest membership of 


the College of Cardinals pre­ 
v iously was 103 after the 1965 
consistorv . at which Pope Paul 
also named 27 new princes of 
the church. 
The new cardinals w#l be ele­ 
v ated at a Vatican consistory 
June 26. 
Archbishop Egidio Vagnozzi, 
an Italian who is the apostolic 
delegate to the United States, 
also was among those named by 
the Pope.

ing the truth abotit Oswald 
In many placet—I hav e often 
asked myself. 
Ail the findings are official 
and are in the 17,815-page 
Warren Commiaion Report. 
But the answers are not, al­ 
though the depth, scope and 
competence of the FBI, Sec­ 
ret Serv ice, Postal Inspec­ 
tors, etc., inv estigations are 
literally superb. 
Oswald's problem was his 
getaway. 
Note the findings regarding 
the steps he took on Page 
279 of the Report: “Although 
it ia possible that Oswald in­ 
tended to continue on to Rus­ 
sia from Cube, the ev idence 
makes it more Mkeiy that 
he intended to remain in 
Cuba.” 
On 
September 
25, 
two 
months before the assassina­ 
tion, Oswald left New’ Or­ 
leans about noon on a bus 
and reached Mexico Q ty the 
next morning. He was there 
unhid October 3. 
At the Cuban Embassy he 
presented New Orleans news­ 
paper clipping about his pro- 
Castro activ ities here, 
an­ 
nounced that he was a mem­ 
ber a t the Communist party, 
displayed his Russian work 
permit, 
Russian 
marriage 
certificate, a prepared state­ 
ment of his qualifications as 
a dedicated Marxist and, in 
words of the Report, “tried 
to curry fav or.” 
Oswald was fully familiar 
with passport and v isa prob­ 
lems, as he demonstrated to 
our own Embassy officials 
when 
in 
Moscow. Yet he 
coupled his application for a 
transit v isa 
through Cuba 
with an application for a So­ 
v iet v isa to enter Russia, 


which was self-defeating. 
The Cuban 
transit 
v isa 
oould only be issued after the 
Sov iet v isa was granted—a 
matter of sev eral months. 
Told this at both the Cuban 
and Sov iet Embassies, Os­ 
wald left Mexico Q ty for Ft- 
Worth and Dallas — empty- 
handed. 
If this was his get­ 
away plan, It was by the 
facts disclosed, nonexistent. 
Money? 
Oswald left his 
last $170 on the dresser at 
home before he went to work 
at 
the 
Book 
Depository 
Budding on the morning erf 
the President’s murder. And 
after 
he 
returned 
to 
his 
boarding house and changed 
his clothes he left the money 
still lying on his dresser. 
Oswald 
had 
only 
small 
change on him when he was 
arrested. 
What were Oswald’s Com­ 
munist activ ities here? 
He 
had 
publicly 
labeled 
himself pro-Communist: pic­ 
keted the U.S2S. Wasp, dra­ 
matically passed out “Fair 
Play for Cuba” 
pamphlets, 
was arrested while scuffling 
with anti-Castro Cubans in 
the street, and debated twice 
on 
the 
radio championing 
Castro’s cause. 
But Garrison reports that 
Oswald’s after-hours associ­ 
ates in New Orleans, specific­ 
ally sev eral Latins, were peo­ 
ple known to be enemies of 
Castro and to hav e ties of 
bitterness against President 
Kennedy that go back to the 
Bay of Pigs debacle. And the 
Warren Report, in turn, states 
that Oswald was not activ e 
among Communists here or in 
Dallas. 
“This is what started me 
wondering,” Garrison told me. 
The official file bulges with 
Oswald’s pro-Communist let­ 
ters to the Sov iet Embassies 
in Mexico City and. Washing­ 


ton. 
the Communist party 
UJS. 
headquarters 
in New 
York, the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee’s New York head­ 
quarters, etc., copies of which 
were immediately found. Yet 
Oswald operated what was 
merely a facade here with­ 
out doing real organizational 
work for his self-publicized 
Fair Play for Cuba Commit­ 
tee, consisting only of him­ 
self. 
New Orleans Chief of Po­ 
lice Joseph I. Gi amis so. who 
reopened for me last Decem­ 
ber Oswald’s arrest file here, 
and C a p t a i n Thomas A. 
Drake, his Intelligence Div i­ 
sion chief, both confirmed to 
me that their undercov er in­ 
formers in the city’s Com­ 
munist circles nev er encoun­ 
tered Oswald. 
Oswald (Associated Press 
( p h ot ogr a p h ) 
gav e the 
clenched - fist hammer • and • 
sickle salute in the Dallas jail 
after his arrest. Why? Noth­ 
ing coukl hav e labeled the 
President’s suspected assassin 
more clearly. 
In claiming some answers 
to these questions, Garrison’s 
answers remain to be prov en. 
While our inv estigativ e agen­ 
cies believ e he may find a 
conspiracy was discussed in 
New Orleans, they are still 
utterly 
conv inced 
Garrison 
cannot tie either Oswald or 
Jack Ruby into it and they 
put no stock whatev er in the 
code Garrison used to link 
Oswald, Ruby and New Or­ 
leans businessman Qay L. 
Shaw. 
But sev eral questions 
themselv es 
are 
legitimate. 
And they are haunting. From 
the beginning there has al­ 
ways been much more in the 
matter of Lee Harv ey Oswald 
than met the eye.

Some European diplomats are 
saying that he really didn't 
know the background of the 
dispute which began in 1956 
and that he fumbled the bail. 
The circumstance that has 
caused the most anxiety is the 
Egyptian threat to cut off 
Israel’s only port of entry 
from the Red Sea. While 
Nasser warned that Israeli 
ships wouldn't be allowed to 
pass through 
the Gulf of

threaten the use of force 
against v essels of other na­ 
tions seeking to land their 
cargoes in Israel.

The Sov iet Union has not 
won a v ery steady ally in 
getting 
North 
Korea 
to 
break with Red China’s Mao 
Tse-tung. 
Kim II Sung, North Korea’s 
Communist boss, has shifted 
sides between Moscow and 
Peking a half dozen times 
already. 
Each time, there’s been a 
profit for Kim. 
When J a p a n e s e troops 
drov e Kim’s 80-man guerrilla 
unit into Siberia, Kim shifted 
his loyalty to the Sov iet 
Communist party. The Rus­ 
sians sent him to school at 
their military institute at 
Khabarov sk, 
then 
to 
the 
European front in World 
War n . 
The North Korean Com­ 
munists were led by Hyon 
Chun Hyok. Hyok was' as- 
sinated Sept. 28,1945, shortly 
after Kim’s arriv al, while re­ 
turning from a conference 
with Sov iet occupation offi­ 
cials. 
Kim was introduced as a 
national hero. He grew in 
power as the. Sov iet occupa­ 
tion forces arrested some of 
his major nationalist non- 
Communist riv als for power 
and 
drov e out opposition 
parties. 
Kim made an alliance with 
the 
pro - Chinese 
factio n, 
purged the do mestic gro up, 
then fo rced o ut the pro - 
Chinese leadership and to o k 
o v er Die co mbined 
party . 
With 
Russian 
co o peratio n, 
Kim was made premier. He 
became, in appearance at 
least, a co mplete puppet o f 
Mo sco w. 
The failure of the inv asion 
of South Korea, plus Red 
China’s interv ention, caught 
Kim 
between Russia 
and 
Communist China. But Kim 
took adv antage of the prob­ 
lem. He v isited both Moscow 
and Peking, exploiting the 
riv alry betw een the two coun­ 
tries to get more aid from 
each for North Korea. In 
1957 he secured grants of 
$325 million from Russia and 
$336 million from Red China. 
Kim then walked out too 
far on thin ice. Because he 
took Peking’s side once too 
often, the Sov iet Union began 
to bring economic pressure. 
Because he seemed to be 
leaning 
t ow a r d Moscow, 
Peking helped the pro-Chi- 
nese group trv to oust Kim 
from the North Korean party 
leadership.

At Phis time of the year, when 
very shortly we will all be tak ­ 
ing to the country, the park s 
and the beaolx**, it seeme ap­ 
propriate to discuss again our 
national disgrace-littering. 
Wbat is it that mak e* i>eaple 
vrivo aix* ordinarily tidy’, 
and 
wouldn't 
tli ink 
of 
drojuping 
em pty beer cans or tissues or 
sandwich wrapi>ers in their own 
front yard, blithely toss those 
articles out of car windows on* 
at random all over their picnic 
site? Even worse are the bits of 
brok en bottles found all over 
our beaclxes. The probability of 
causing injury to swimmers and 
other picnick ers m ak es break ­ 
ing glass a truly criminal act. 
There cam ho no answer but 
sheer thoughtlessness. If these 
lk terbugs were ask ed why they 
did it. they would undoubtedly 
say. ‘‘Oh. one little piece of 
paper isn’t going to ruim the 
scenery!” True, but the cum u­ 
lative effect 
of tlx>usands of 
little pieces of ikuixt is destroy­ 
ing the view on every highway 
in the United States. 
What can bo done about lit­ 
tering? The campaigns to im­ 
prove the situation seem to have 
done very little good. Probably 
the most effective means found 
so far is to hit offenders where 
it hurts most—in fix' pock et- 
book .

” 550 or $100 fine for Littering” 
the situation is better than on 
those where tlx* fine is five or 
10 dollars. The obvious weak ­ 
ness in tins system of control 
is policing it. Tlx're simply are­ 
n’t enough highway patrolmen 
to spot the innumerable offend­ 
ers. 
City, state and federal agen­ 
cies, as well as private organ­ 
izations interested in landscape 
beautification, can also help by 
providing more receptacles for 
trash in public places.

Mar­ 
quardt said that earlier this
